PLAN BIG HIGHWAY 
PROGRAM THIS YEAR 

Extensive grading and gravelling of 
main and secondary highways is on 
this year’s program for the provincial 
public works department, according 
to information received by officials of 
the Alberta Motor Association, Total 
mileage involved is 1,200 miles, 

One of the major items-is $3,665,000 
for ‘grading of 425 miles of main and 
secondary roads. 

The program also provides for first 
course gravelling of 436 miles of main 
and secondary highways. There also 
is provision for replacement gravell- 
ing of considerable mileage. 

The projects to be undertaken in the 
current year also include asphaltic or 
hard surfacing of 668 miles of main 
highways. More than 200 miles will 

be given a “seal coat” which is a final 
stage in this type of surfacing. ‘ 

On the whole, a big program of ear 
improvements will be undertaken 4 
all parts of the province as the Big 
vincial authorities prepare for still 
heavier traffic demands this year.

The test is given in an extremely sim- 
ple and convenient way, namely by a 
small patch very much like a’ band- 
aid, with a small square of. gauze, 
which holds tuberculin serum. This is 
placea against the skin. If:the patient 
has any tuberculosis germs in his 
body, a small red mark will appear. 
36 Alberta hospitals are now partici- 
pating in this T.B. screening program 
and already a number of formerly un- 
suspecteq cases of tuberculosis have 
been discovered by means of the X-ray 
examination. In addition to the tuber- 
culosis found, this examination ‘tre- 
quently uncovers other non-tubercu- 
lous but equally serious conditions.

HARVEST WORKERS 
FOR ONTARIO 


This year some.400 men will be 
sent to Ontario from Alberta to help 
with the Ont&rio haying and harvest- 
ing. This excursion is for men between 
the ages of 18 and 60, men who are 
physically fit and able and willing to 
do farm work. Only men that can be 
spared from their present jobs will be 
allowed to go. 

Cost of excursion is $10.00 going to 
Ontario and $11.60 return, the balance 
of the transportation being provided 
by warrant, Workers are expected to 
take employment for at least 6 weeks, 
there being no available return under 
warrant till August 23rd. 

Workers interested in this excursion 
should apply direct to this office for 
their transportation warrant, 
24°D SPRAYING 


There are quite a few spray rigs 
operating in this district now spraying 
mainly for Stink Weed and Mustards. 
In hot dry weather like this the kill of 
weeds is likely to be small. Unless 
weed growth is rapid the 24-D_ will 
hot react properly. Little or no kill of 
perennial weeds can be obtained at 
this time. 


THE GOOD EARTH 


We all agee that continual cropping 
must reduce ‘soil fertility but do .we 
generally recognize that after several 
years the root fibre has disappeared 
from the soil, It is*his decaying veg- 
etable matter which holds moisture 
and. when it is gorie a soii dries out 
within a few days after a heavy rain. 
There are two ways to add fibre to the 
soil, first by growing forage crops and 
second by applying barnyard manure. 
Both methods will pay big dividends. 
LIVESTOCK NUMBERS 
GAIN .IN EUROPE 

Livestock numbers in Europe are 
slowly climbing back to more normal 
figures after the heavy reduction dur- 
ing the war. But even when they reach 
pre-war levels they can go well be- 
yond, as the population of Continental 
Europe has increased some four per 
cent ‘in the last decade, and it is hop- 
ed that nutritional standards may be 
higher in the future. 

Feed has become. more plentifu! in 
recent years, particularly in such coun 
tries as France and Belgium which 
are not so dependent on imported feed 
ing-stuffs as Holland and Denmark 
Ingreasing numbers of young atock 
are now being retained for breeding. 
During the war they were often slaugh 
tered to prevent requisition by the 
Germans, and since the war ended. 
the demand for meat often over-ruled 
the wiser long-term plan of holding 
off the market, suitable breeding ani- 
mals. 

Indication of the progress made is 
shown in the numbers of livestock in 
1948 and 1938, in France, Belgium, 
Holland and Denmark, Total numbers 
of cattle in these countries at 22.4 mil- 

‘lion head in 1948, are about one mil- 
tion short of the 1988 figures. Swine 
at 10.3 million are still short of the 
1938 figures by about 2.5 million. 
Sheep (excluding Belgium, for which 
country no figures are available for 
1938). at 8.3 million are still 2.4 mil- 
lion below the 1938 population. Horses 
show a decrease in the ten years of 


‘nearly half-a-million, a condition 
which may continue with the mote 
extensive use of mechanical farm 
machinery.

MANAGING THE 


LAYING FLOCK 


Careful observation ana attention to 
the many details jnvolved in‘ haniling 
laying flocks requires patience, fond- 
ness for the work and vigilance at all 
times. Profit or loss 3 determined by 
results obtained. 

In the management. ‘of laying houses 
es, says R. A.. Sansbury, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Saanichton, B.C 
it is essential to provide gdod ventila- 
tion and comfortable temperatures as 
these are important factors in tlie 
health of the flock. Ample roosting 
space for all birds should also be pro- 
vided, Feed hoppers should be placed 
to make the feeq accessible and so ar- 
‘ranged that they can be filled with a 
minimum amount of walking. Oyster 
‘shell and grit should be available at 
all times. A constant supply ‘of clean 
fresh water is necessary. A properly 
installed water system is important in 
keeping the litter dry. One eight-foot 
community nest is récommended for 
each group of 60 birds. Several differ- 
ent kinds of material such as peat 
moss, straw, shavings or sawdust 
make satisfactory litter. The type of 
litter selected for use will depend 
upon the cost. The'litter in some parts 
of the pen, around the drinking foun- 
tains or under the windows, becomes 
damp. It should be removed and re- 
placed with dry material. 

Artificial lighting is necessary to 
maintain maximum egg production 
during the fall and winter months. 
The length of the feeding day should 
be kept at about 13 hours. Keep a close 
check on feed consumption and egg 
production during the lighting period. 
There is a relationship between the 
amount of feed consumed and _ the 
number of eggs laid 


To secure the most satisfactory egg 
production a feedng program ntust ‘be 
established which will maintain the 
body, stimulate growth and develop- 
ment, support egg production and en- 
courage maximum feed. intake at all 
times. The weight and condition of the 
birds should be checked every two 
weeks, This is best done by checking 
the flesh on the bréasts of a few birds 
in each pen while they are on . the 
roosts at night. If the birds are losing 
flesh, feed a wet mash daily., A. con- 
stant culling program helps to main- 
tan low production cost, 


SOME HINTS ON 
BROILER REARING 


The aim in rearing broiler chickens 
should be to get them to market size 
with the least possible cash outlay, 
and yet provide the negessary care to 
ensure good quality in the product. 
‘Good quality is directly » associated 
with profit, for continued consumer 
demand cannot be @xpected. when, due 
to faulty rearing practices, thin un- 
sightly birds are marketed, 


Perhaps the -principal error ‘to be 
avoided is failure to allow sufficient 
space for growth, particularly when 
chicks are hatched early in the year. 
At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Harrow, Ont., says, W. F. 
Mountain, Head Poultryman, records 
of broiler development show that Bar- 
red Rock chicks averaging 1% ounces, 
have increased their initial weight 
over 30 times within a period of ten 
weeks. If size increases can be con- 
sidered relative to weight gains, the 
number of. chicks started should be 
based on an allowance of two square 
feet of floor space for each bird. Later 
hatched chicks that heave access. to 
outside runs can do with. less floor 
space, but whatver the time of year, 
overcrowding should be avoided, San- 
itation, which remains'an important 
factor in the control of disease and in- 
sect infestations, is difficult to main- 
tain if overcrowding is permitted. 

Specially designed broiler mashes 
ean be procured but many farms have 
home produced feed which aid in re- 
ducing costs. Skim milk, if available, 
should be’ used. Green feed, either 
growing in convenient yards or chop- 
ped up and fed in troughs, makes pal- 
atable suplaments, rich in minerals 
and vitamins. The freshness’ of feed 
is also important, for not only do 
broilers show a’ keen appetites for 
freshly mixed mash, but certain prop- 
erties which fresh feeds contain, tend 
to diminish in storage. 


The emphasis that is placed on the 
advantages peculiar to each of the 
more common varieties of». poultry, 
présents a problem to many farms at 
the time of purchasing chicks, The 
cockerels of some strains may be pop- 
ular as broilers but some other char- 
acter, of the breed may not have the 
same appeal. Whatever the breed, once 
broilers are started it is good policy 
to endeavour to provide the environ- 
ment that leads to the production of 
healthy and attractive birds. 


WORMS IN SWINE 

Several enquiries have been recelv- 
ed by the Live Stock Branch of.. the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture}. 
with reference to, the use of sodium 
fluoride for treatment of worms in 
swine. The treament is simple and ef- 
fective’ but since sodium fluoride is a 
poison it must be handled with care, 
Cases of poisioning have occured 
where strict attention to proper pro- 
cedure was neglected. 

Method of treatment is clearly out- 
lined in the leaflet “Sodium Fluoride 
for the Treatment of Worms in Swine” | 
now available from the Alberta De- 
partment of Agrculture. Copies can be 
obtained from District Agriculturists.

FOR CATTLE TO U.S. 

Effective from May 9, 1949, changes 
ate being made by the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry in the 
regulations which govern the import- 
ation into the United States of Cana- 
dian cattle. 

These changes are concerned with 
the general health certificate and pos- 
, sible detention at port of entry; with 
the tuberculin-test certificates both 
for cattle from accredited herds, the 
herds in accreditea areas; for cattle 
in restricted areas; and for range 
cattle. Also covered in the amended 
regulations are the requirements for 
brucellosis-test certificates. The reg- 
ulations for United Stater cattle re- 
turning from expositions in Canada 
are included.

On the Control of Weeds 

The remarkable success that has 
followed the introduction’ and wide 
use of 2,4-D. and other selective 
weed-killing chemicals in Western 
G in recent years has, unfor- 
nitely, diverted far too much 
attention from the importance and 
effectiveness of the ‘old’ established 
weed control. methods.

Second, 
certain weeds, Russian Thistle for 
example,. can be controlled more 
effectively and at less cost by proper 
tillage practiees than~ by ‘applica- 
tions of 2,4-D. Third, there is still 
a large number of important prairie 
weeds which cannot be controlled 
by chemicals, Two outstanding 
examples are Couch Grass and Wild 
Oats. Finally, unless 2,4-D and 
other. potent weed-killing chemicals 
are used properly and cautiously 
they may do more harm than os | 
New Weed Circulars.. To meet 
the growing demand from farmers 
and grain buyers for .the latest 
information on the control of weeds 
which today cannot be satisfactorily 
controlled by 2,4-D, or other chemi- 
eal substances, Line Elevators Farm 
Service has recently published two 
new circulars: One of these, Circu- 
lar No. 11, is entitled, “Wild Oat 
Control by Cultural Methods” 
The other, Circular No. 12, bears 
the title, “Couch Grass Control by 
Cultural Methods”. Copies of 
these. publications. are available, 
free of charge, to farmers.

FEATHER PICKING 
MAY. BE ANSWERED 

Feather picking in laying birds may 
be a problem of the past for Canadian 
pouultrymen, -if long-term experience 
bears out initial results achieved in 
tests at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Harrow, Ont. 

Green feeds—chopped alfalfa hay is 
the most effective tried so far—seem 
to hold the cure for this vicious habit. 
Cut in half-inch lengths, steeped in 
cold water overnight, drainea in the 
morning and fed in shallow tubs, the 
alfalfa makes a hit with gourmets of 
the chicken coop, leaving .therh with 
neither the taste nor the inclination to 
pick at one another. , 

The steeping overnight is . import- 
ant. If the alfalfa is fed dry, the birds 
are uninterested. It must be steeped to 
stimulate their appetites and to get 
the desired results. , . 

Overcrowding, inactivity and lack 
of bulk in the feed have . frequently 


| been identified as contributing to out- 


breaks of feather pulling, but even 
where these conditions do not exist. the 
trouble still occurs. Once under way, 
feather picking leads to cannibalism 
if allowed to run unchecked. 

Green feeds cure the problem by 
preventing it. Of course, much depends 
on the quality of the alfalfa as well as 
the steeping process. Second cutting, 
or better still, third cutting hay be- 
cause of its finer stalk is less wasteful 
than first cutting. 


One question still to be answered 


‘ts whether or not all alfalfa, regard- 


less of the soil on which it is’ grown, 
will control feather picking. ‘When 


they have the answer to that one, poul }. 


trymen will know to what extent the 
problem has been solved. 


KEEP THE SOIL 
ON THE FARM 

It takes about 400 years to produce 
an inch of soil, One heavy rain cah 
undo centuries of Nature's soil mak- 
ing if the rain water is not controlled.

, The top six inches of the soil is the 
main natural resource of farming 


.| lands the world over. In all too many 


countries. it is being allowed to “run 
away”. Governments are conscious of 
this soil loss and are spending milliong 
of dollars on drainage, reforestation 
assistance in the use of fertilizers and 
‘agricultural lime, and on other conser- 
vation projects, 

But in thinking in general terms, 
often the particular is overlooked, The 
farmer who on his own farm. diverts 
what may be only a trickle today, may 
prevent a steady stream. tomorrow. 
Changng a contour, grassing a water 
course, planting a few trees—half a

In the final analysis the only asset 
of a farm is the soil. If the soil becom- 
es unproductive, the farm is useless 
The soil cannot be too well cared for, 
and part of that care is to keep it on 
the farm. 


NAPOLEAN MAY 
HAVE STARTED iT 

The canning industry would prob- 
ably have-arrived without Napdleon, 
says Miss Edith Elliott, Consumer 
Section, Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, but it’s safe to say that he 
hurried it along. Originator of the 
military dictum that “an army mar- 
ches on its stomach,” he orfered 12,000 
francs to any Frenchman who could 
discover a method of preserving food 
for his fighting men. A partial ans- 
wer came in 1809. when Nicholas Ap- 
pert succeeded in preserving food by 
cooking and packing in glass bottles 
with tightly driven corks. These bot- 
tles were, of course, breakable and 
heavy, and to a large extent were un- 
suitable for the rough and tumble of 
the battlefield. 

Years later another Frenchman, Pet 
er Durand, obtained a permit for mak- 
ing a tin-plated cannister for packing 
food products. But later, when ‘' one 
Thomas Kenneth applied tor a patent 
for these tin cans in the United States 
it was not granted as the authorities 
considered it a joke. In 1860, however, 
the manufacture by hand of tin cans 
began in the United States. In 1878 
the first Canadian canning factory 
was established at Grimsby, Ont. 

Machine made cans were soon used 
but the tops were soldered on. If 1910 
soldering was dispensed with ‘and the 
modern type of can adopted. These 
are made of steel with a coating of 
pure tin. Special enamel-lined tins are 
used where any discoloration of the 
contents might occur, or chemical ac- 
tion corrode the inner surface of the 
Today, can and contents, must live 
up to the exacting specifications laid 
down by Government to protect the 
health—and also the pocket—of the 
consumer.

WEEVILS AFFECT 
HONEY CROP 

Many beekeepers in Southern Al- 
berta are complaining of serjous dam- 
age to their main honey plant, sweet 
clover,’ eports W. G. leMaistre, Prf- 
vincial Apiarist. This damage wil) un- 
doubtedly reduce the honey crop of 
commercial beekeepers this year. 

The sweet clover weevil that has 
been causing so much damage to the 
sweet clover in Manitoba has been 
known in Southern Alberta for some 
years. This yéar, for the first time, it 
is doing so much damage to sweet 
clover in Southern Alberta that it will 
undoubtedly cut the yield of honey in 
many dietricts. 

Damage by this insect has been 
found as far north as Westlock, sixty 
miles north of Edmonton. though as 
yet no serious effects are noticed 
north of Red Deer. 

The weevil is small, about three 
‘sixteenths of, an inch in length and 
grey in colour. This makes it difficult 
to eee. It usually drops to the ground 
when disturbed ahd can be found in 
the soil near the crowns of the plants. 
Small: erescent shaped* sections are 
eaten from the leaves of the sweet 
clover plant. So badly’ are the plants 
attacked that they frequently do not 
recover. 

A. M. Wilson, Field Crops Commis- 
sioner, advises that this problem is re- 
ceiving the attention of his branch, 
and that observations in the field are 
being made on the effectiveness of 
various insecticides ts a means vf con 
trolling this pest.
